HIS Excellency the Lord Lieutenant being defirous that the Expenditure of 
Public Monies under the Diredtion of the Board of Works, (hould be conducted 
in fuch Manner as may mod t fFeftually fecurc the due Application thereof, has 
thought Ht to direft that an Examination (hould be had of the prefcm Mode in 
ufe, and that in cafe the fame (hall appear to admit of any Alteration for the 
Benefit of His Majefty's Service, fuch Alterations Ihould be duly weighed and 
lubmkced to His Excellency’s confideracion. 

With this view His Excellency commands me to fignlfy to you his defirc, that 
you, together with the Right Honourable Richard Annejley, and the Honourable 
Colonel Napier, do proceed to make the fulleft Inveftigation Into the prefent Mode 
of <condudi:ing the Civil Expenditure of that Department, afcercaining by what 
Authority Expences are incurred ; how the Execution of the feveral Services is 
examined and controlled; in what Manner are the Monies advanced or paid; and by 
whom, and on what Vouchers. 

To enable you to make this Enquiry with cfFefl, Orders have been given tp'the 
Board ofWorks to furnifh you with every nccelTary Information, and to call before 
you all Perfons whom you fliall think proper to examine, and to fubmit to your 
Infpeftion ail fuch Boolts, Papers, and Documents, as you (hall require. 

Having taken the whole into your mature Confideration, you will report to me 
fully thereupon for His Excellency’s Information, and likewife point out fuch 
Alterations (if any) for the better Management of the Department, as lhall appear 
to you to be fit, and generally communicate your Opinion upon the whole of this 
important Subjc« 5 t.

Inftruftions for His Majefty’s Commiflioners of the Board of Works, 
Tlardwcke. 

.j TN as much as the purpofe of inftituting a Board of Works was to fecure an 
CEConomical Expenditure in that.Departmenr, and as this falutary end may be 
here fully attained if the Duties of the Commiflioners, and of the feveral Officers, 
are more diflinftly fpecified^ His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, by virtue of the 
power recited in the Letters Patent, nominating and appointing the prefent Com- 
miflioners of the Board of Works, which direiih, that they (hall govern themfelves 

By fuch Rules, Orders, and InftrudHons, as they fiiall from time to time receive, 
“ figned by the Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland” is plcafed to command. 
That the following Rules, Orders, and Inftrudions, fliall be ftridtly complied with in 
future, as well by the Commiflioners as by the fubordinate Officers of the Depart- 
ment, and all others concerned. 

2. A Board of Commiflioners fhall affemble at leaft once rn every Week on a 
certain Day, and at a certain Hour, to be fettled by themfelves, within ten Days 
from the Dace hereof, and to be fubmitred to the Lord Lieutenant for his appro- 
bation. A Board Ihall confifl: of three Commiflioners at the leaft, and a Lift of the 
attending Conjmiflioners (hall be returned weekly to the Chief Secretary, for the 
Information of the Lord Lieutenant. The Secretary and Siipcrvifor of Accounts 
•ftiall regularly attend at the Meetings of the Board of Commiflioners, and produce 
a written Statement of the Bufinefs tranfafted in their refpeftive Offices, fubfequent 
to the laft Meeting of the Commiflioners, and alfoof the further Bufmefs to be 
then fubmitted to the Commiflioners for their confideration and decifion. 

3. The principal Perfon inhabiting any Houfe, or occupying any Office apper- 
taining to the Public, may, in cafes of immediate necefiity, where the Expenditure 
ftall not appear to him to exceed Five Pounds, fend an Order in writing for the 
required Repairs, or Furniture, to the Arclriccifti who (hall, upon receiving it, 
indorfe in writing, that according to his judgment the Expenditure will of will not 
exceed Five Pounds j and if he eftimates it not to exceed Five Pounds, he ftiall 
forthwith proceed to execute fuch Order. 

4. But if the Architcift fliall eftimate and indorfe the Order to exceed Five Pounds, 
he fhall return fuch Order to the Perfon who fent it, and thereupon fuch Perfon 
muft make application in writing to the Commiflioners, Rating that cafual Repairs 
are required, or Furniture wanted, and deferibing the fame; whereupon an Order 
fhall iffuc from the faid Commiflioners, figned by the Secretary of the Board, and 
addreffed to the Architc<ft, direfling him to furvey the Premifes, and to certify the 
propriety of the Application, wnh the probable Expence, which Application fhall 
then be finally figned by the Individual from whom it firft proceeded, and returned 
to the Secretary to be laid before the next Board. Applications, thus verified, fhall 
be deemed fufficienc authority for the Architefl to proceed upon, unlcfs the amount 
exceeds Fifty Pounds. 

5- In 
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5. In which cafe (provided the amount does not exceed ^.100) the Repair or 
rurniture may be directed by theCommiflloners on a Survey, Eftimate, and Report, 
figncd by the Architeft, and ftating the fame as ncc'.flary, and not merely urna- 
tnental, according to the diredtions of the Civil Lift Aft. Thcfe Works may be 
executed by Contract, or by the TradefiTien or Woikmcn cmploved by the Board, 
as may appear moft ceconomical to the Commiflioners. 

6. When any new Works or Repairs, or Furniture, (hall be tftimated by the 
Architeft to exceed the Sum of ico, the Eftimate HiaM be laid before the Lore! 
Lieutenant for his Approbation, to be fignified in writing j wldrh being obrained, 
the CommilTioners fhall proceed to contract for the execution of tiu- f.ime hv public 
.advertifementin the newspapers, and by competition, before a Board of Commiftbners. 

7. On all Contrafts made in the manner aforefaid, the Commiftloncrs are to 
take good and ftifficient Security for the execution of the Works; upon tlic perfecting 
fuch Contract and Security, the Commiflloners are not to advar.ee a treater fum 
one-third of 'he amount of the Contraft, nor are tiicy to advance anv l'urtlv.-r fuin until 
the Architect lhali have certified to them, upon oath, that the Wt^rk has proceeded 
fo far as to entitle the Comraftor to the advance he defi'cs. And in all cafes one- 
third of the amount of die Contract ftiall be.relervcd unui the Work be compierely 
finilhed, and .appear on examination and certificate, figned bv die Architect, chat 
the Work is wdl executed, and that Payment for the fame is juftlv due. 

8. Applications for cafual Repairs or Furniture for the Chief Governor’s aparc- 
.mcncs in Dublin CaJUe, or the Lodge in the Phsnix Park, mav be figned by the 
•Private Secietai y, ihc Steward, or the Controller of ihc Honfchold, and for public 
Offices by the afting Principal in each office, who fhai! thereupon become refponfible 
for the propriety of the application. 

9. The Commlftioners ffiall, within three Months fi-om the date hereof, caufe 
duplicate Inventories to be made of the fcveral articles of Purnicure provided at 
the public charge in the rerpeftive apartments and offices, to be interclvangeably 

•figned by the Officer anfwerable for the p’urnirure, and by the Architect, o-;c part 
to remain with each of them. Thefe Inventories are to be encered in a book kept 
- by the Supervifor of Accounts, each Inventory under the head of the Apartments to 
which it belongs. Whenever new Articles are provided or fuppiled in the place 
of old, they are to be added to the refpeftive Inventories, witli the coft, and the 
date when they were provided, and a note to the old Article, fliewing what became 
of it. The Furniture ffiall be infpefted amiuaily in the Mondi of June, and inva- 
■riably on every change of Occupier (whereof each Occupier is to lend written notice 
»to the Architeft) and .at fuch inipeftions, coinpai ed with the hoventory ; and any 
lofs or injury (wear and tear excepted) ffiall be made good by the Occupier, or 
• in cafe of his death, by his Reprdentative. 

•10. That the Occupiers of every houfe appertaining to the Public may be aware 
of this Condition, ami tuliy informed of the proper manner of applying for Repairs 
or Furniture, 'tiic Commillioners ffiall caufe the paragraphs of thefc”lnftruftions, 
numbered 3 — 4 — 5—6 — S — 9 — 10. to be forthwith printed, and tranfmitted, 
with a proper Circular Letter, to all liich Occupiers of Houles, and to the Princip.il 
of each Office furniffied and repaired bv the Board of Works ; and at all outer times, 
ihefc printed Inftructions fliall be furniffied to thde Peribns on demand. 

f I. To avoid all confufion in the Bills and Charges of the Tradefi-nen and Work- 
'Uien employed, the Oommiffioners ffiall caufe them to keep a diftiaft Account, and ' 
to preftnt a diftinft Bill, without any eraffirc or vague Charges for lundries, &c. for 
.the Repairs and Furniture ordered by or for each i.ndividuii, in the name of fucii 
Individual, and in the fame manner as if fuch Individuals were to pay the Bills each 
for himfelf, and alfo diltinguiffiing the Charges incurred by the execution of each 
feparatc Order received } and no Bill ffiall be prefented to the 'Commiffioners for 
allowance and payment, until it has been figned by the Perfoo by whole Older, or 
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' on wbofe application, the Charge has been incurred, wliich Pcifon (hall be hereby 
jii(Hfied in withholding his fignaiure until the Work or Furniture ordered fiiall be 
completed according to the Order given. The Bill Qiall then be left a rcafonahle 
tiir.e in the pcfTefTion of the Archite( 9 : orOverieer of Buildings, or Overfeer of other 
Woilcs, under wliofe immediate infpeftion the Charge has been incurred, for examina- 
tion of faid Charge, and who may make abatement for any over-charge j and when lie 
fliail have fo reduced it, or lhall have determined it to -be fair, and what is ufualiy 
paid by private Perfons on a fimilar Order, he (hall alio fign it, having previoufly 
written a »orm of words to this effea : — “ I do certify, That ihc above is a julf demand 

• “ for Work done, or Furniture delivered {as the caje may he) , at the Houl^e or 

- “ Office, or. Gardens, of A. 5 . and acewding to the Charge for luch Articles in the 

•“ fair cQurfe of 'I'rade at Ready -iMoney Price.” The Bill may then be piefcnied 

to the Commiffioners, and, if allowed and paffed by them, (hall be delivered into die 

- cuHody of the Supervifor of Accounts. 

12. AH Salaries of Officers in the Department, Bills, Charges, and Advances on 
Contraft-', (hall be pard Quarterly, and at no other time ; for which purpofe the 
Commiffioners (hall, within ten days from the end of each Quarter, calt up the Total 
Amount of all fiich Bills, Charges, and Advances, allowed by them within that 
Quarter ; and having prcfcnted an Account thereof to the Lord Lieutenant, the fame 
(hail, if approved, be tranimitted by the Lord Lieutenant’s Chief Seeverary, or in 
his Ablencc by the under Secretary, or other ac'ting Principal in the Civil Depart- 
ment of his Office, to the Lords of the Treafury, and thereupon a Credit to that 
amount (hall be given by the Lords of the Treafury upon the National Bank, in 
favour of the faid Commiffioners, who (hall proceed to drfeharge the faid Salaries, 
Bills, Charges, or Advances, by Drafts on the National Bank, payable at fight, 
and figntd by three Commiffioners at leall. 

13 ' The Commiffioners ll>all raufe the paragragbs in thefe Inftruftrons numbered 
1 1 — 12 — 13. to be forthwith printed, and tranfrnitted to all Tradefmen and Work- 
men employed by the Board, and at all tinies ihefc printed Inftnjctions (hall be 
furnilhed to the faid Tradeimtn or Workmen on demand. 

14., The Annual Eftimare of probable Expenditure for the confideration of Par- 
liament, and any Accounts of adual Expenditure, which may be required by the 
Lord Lieutenant, or by the Authority of Parliament, (hall be drawn up, under the 
fiiperintendance and fignaturc of the Commiffioners, by the proper Officers of the 

• Departm.ent. 

15. The Commiffioners (liall not admit any Officer under them to be a Contrac- 
tor, Tradefmen, or Artificer employed by them, or to be an Agent- for any fuefi 
Contradtur, Tradclman, or Artificer. ; 

16. The Commiffioners (hall caufe ail old Materials ofBnildings to'be valued by 
the Architect, and to be cfpecially allowed for in ContratSs for new Works, or adver- 
tifed in the public Newfpapcrs, and fold upon the fpot to the highelh Bidder; in 
which cafe they (hall tranfmit an arrefted Account of fuch Sale to the Lords of the 
Tieafury, and pay the pioceeds of tiie fame to the Teller of the Exchequer. 

17. They are to adminrfier to all their fubordinate Officers an Oath 6f Office in 

the fdlowing Form; “ 1 , A. B. do fwear, That I will be true and faithful in the 

" Office of ^ during the time I fi)all be fo employed, that I will 

eyecuce the fam.e diligently, faithfully, and impartially, and further do all things 
‘‘ without having any private rclpcd to inyl’clf, in prejudice of the Service in which 
“ 1 am thus engagvd.” 

^ 18. The Commiffioners are hereby authorized and enjoined to examine, fuper- 
mcend, and controul the Condudl ot the fubordinate Officers, as well as the cencra! 
Expenditure of the Department, and to (late to the Chief .Secretary of the Lord 
Lieutenant, for His Excellency’s information, all inftances of Irregularity, or unwar- 
rantable 
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Tantable Expenditure of the Piiblic Money, which they may obfcrve in any tranf- 
adions under the official cognizance of their Department. 

19. They are to fuffer no Fees whatever to be received on any pretence by the 
fubordinace Officers of their Department, on pain of immediate difmiffion. 

20. And finally, they are to deliver and explain, and enforce the fiibfequent In- 
ftrudions for the Condudand refpeftive Duties of each Officer in their Depart- 
ment ; — 

21. — I. The Secretary of the CommiffiOnersof the Board of 'Works ffiall receive 
all Letters and Applications addreflVd to the Commiffioners, and ffia!!, accordin'^ 
to their Diredions, open all fuch Letters and Application-s and make regular 
Entry of the fame, and of the Board’s Anfwers thereto, in a Correfponocnce 
Book to be kept for that purpofe. j 

2. He ffiall attend at ail Boards, and take Minutes of their Proceedings; he 
lhall draw up and counterfign all Orders iffued by the CommiQioncrs, and fhall 
regularly regifter all fuch Minutes and Orders -in a book or books appropriated 
to thefe purpofes. 

3. He Ihal), in conjimdion with the Supervifor of Accounts, draw up all Ac- 
counts to be laid before Parliament, and all Applications for the Board for Ad- 
vances of Money, all Eftimaces of the Expenditure of the Department whitffi 
■may be required by the Lord Lieutenant, or by the Authority of Parliament. 

4. And in general, he fliall implicitly obey all lawful Orders and Direftions 
-which he may at any time receive from the Commiffioners. 

1. The Architeft lhall eftimate and indorfe the probable Expence of all Orders 
fent to him by Individuals occupying any floufc or Office appertaining to the 
Public; VIZ. whether fuch Orders exceed Five Pounds, Fifty Pounds, or One 
hundred Pounds. 

2. He ffiall furvty and examine all Works and Furniture, for which no Ct>h- 
traa: has been made, as foon as completed; and if he lhall approve of the 
Charge, Execution, and Materials, he lhall fign the Bills when delivered to him 
for that purpofe. 

3. But if he lhall fee caule for refilling his Signature, he fhall lay the Bill, 
with his Obfervations thereupon, before the Commiffioners, at their next Meeting, 
who lhall diredl his further proceedings in that cafe as to them may leem ex- 
pedient, 

4. He fljall draw Plans, and form Eftimates of all orders for Woiks or Pur- 
chafes indorfed by him to exceed Fifty Pounds, and on Direftion from the Com- 
miflioners fliall proceed with fuch legal aid as they lhall think lit to employ and 
pay, to draw up a careful and proper Form of Contradf, that no damage may enfuc 
to the Public by the open competition diredfed to be held before the Board of 
Cornmiffioners. 

5. He fhall fuperintend the progrefs of every Buifoing or other Work carry- 
ing on by fuch Contradt, and if his remonftrances concerning deledlive workman- 
fhip or materials are not attended to by the Contradtor, the^Architedt lhall pro- 
ceed to report the fame to the Commiffioners for their confideration. 

6. He fhall annually, or oftener if neceflarv, furvey all Buildings under the 
care of the Commiffioners, and having made a Report to the Commiffioners, lhall 
receive and execute their Orders thereupon. 

7 . He 
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. Hiall occifionally fuperintend the Admeafurement of all Works; and 

Ihali liave authority to caufe the Mcafurtr to meafure a fecond time in hjs pre- 
Icncc any Work, the Admeafurement of which fiiali appear lo him to be erro- 
•. iieous. 

8. He (hall, at his own expence, procure the affiftance of fkliful Perfons in 
every cafe wherein he fhall deem himfelf not fully competent lo perform the above 

..Inftruftions to the belt advantage} which Perfons fo employed bV him (hail 
make oath before the Commiffioners that they have aftej fairly towards the Pub- 
lic in the employment .aHigned to them by the Architcvfl, 

9. He niail always have the half of his Annual Salary in advance, thathe may 

diicharge all fuch Imall Incidental Expences in Buildings or other 
•Works as may be mo(t conveniently paid immediately on Perfonnancr-, and lhall 
produce before the CommiHioners at the end of each Quarter, a .Quarterly Bill-of 
thefe final] Payments, drawn up by himfdf, or by his Orders, and fiared under 

• diltinft heads, as incurred for the Houfe or Premifes of each Individtu!. 

10. This Bill fhall be figned by all the Perfons fo paid, each for his own fhare of 
the payment; and the whole Bill, and every part thereof, niallbeceitiiied to be iuft 
by the Archiccft on oath before the Comrnimoners,who fliall thereupon make p-^- 
ment to him in the fame manner as to Tradefmcn and Workmen whole Bills have 
been allowed and pafled. 

J 1. He may, at Ms own dircretion.difmifs anyWorkiran or TradeHnan employed 
under the Board t fucli 1 radt-fman or Workman may ncvcrthclefs be reftored if 
upon appeal made by him. the Board lliall think fit fo to do. 

I’d He fiiall regiller all Orders indorfej by him, and all Surveys, Eftimates 
and Cor.trafts, in a book to be kept for that piirpofe ; and under every Eftimaie' 

. and Contraft Iba I leave a blank fpacc, wherein (hall be regiilered 'the aaual 
. t^apence inMrrcd, with fuel] Obfervaiions thereupon as may be approved of by 
the Commiffioncrs on his reprefentation. . 

• a correft Lift, and general Dcforiptioii, 
of the fcveral Articles in tore, with the refpeaive Dates when they were or lhall 
betaken in, and from what Houle or Apartment as aifo at what times they lhall 
be delivered out for the ufe of any Houfe or Apartment belonging to the I'ublic ■ 
where Article,, are become Ufelefs and are in any conflderable quantity, he fhall 
copy the Lift from his Book, and lay the fame before the Commiffioncrs, who lhall 
il they jiKlge expedient, proceed to dilpofc of the faid Articles by public Sale’ 
and tranfmit an attefted account of fuch fale to the Lords of His Maiefty's Treal 
lury. and pay the proceeds of the fame to the Teller of the Exchequer.

Workmen emplo^d under his .fuperincendance, a written Statement of the ufual 
and accuftomed Hours of Work, and of the fpace or fpaces of time allowed for

2. He lhall pcrfonallyfoperintend the Conduft of all Workmen and Labourers 
employed on Public Buildings, taking care that they attend regularly, and per- 
form their Imral Duties with Diligence, and in a workmanlike manner, for which, 
and for tto Quality of all Materials employed, he lhall be anfwerable to the Archi- 
tect, to whom he lhall report all irregularities of the Workmen, and defefts in the 
Materials, which may come to his knowledge.

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3. And in general, he {hall implicicly obey all lawful Orders and Direflions 
which he may at any time receive from the Commiffioners, or from the Archited> ^ 
according to whofe Direflions the Overfeer of Buildings is hereby inftrudted to 
govern himfdf more immediately in the Execution ofhis Office.

1. ?Je may difebarge any finall Incidental Expence inftead of the Architect, if 
authorized and enabled by him fo to do, 'in which cafe, the Bill {hall be fioned 
by all the Perfons fo paid, each for his own lhare of the Payment j and in^cafe 
any part of tlte Expence {hall have been incurred in the Garden or Plcafure 
Ground occupied by any Individual, fuch part of the Bill fhall be figned by fome 
Perfon authorized in writing fo to do by that Individual ; and the Overfeer {hall 
produce Bills and Receipts figned by the Labourers, or other Perfons employed 
by him, for Monies paid to them in refpea of fuch Works i which Bill ffiali fpe- 
cify the Days and Places of doing fuch Work, the nature of the Work done, and 
the Monies paid thereupon. • 

3. And in general, he thall implicitly obey all lawful Orders and Direftions 
•which he may at any time receive from the CommifTioners, or from the Arcbiteft, 
according to whofe Diredlions the Overfeer of other Works is hereby inftrudlcd 
to govern himfelf more immediately in the Execution ofhis Office. 

The Meafurer Hiall proceed to meafure every Work fubjedt to Ad- 
meafurement, as foon as the Order for it is completed, and {hall enter the Ad- 
meafurement in a book to be kept by him for that purpofe. 

2. He {ball meafure and calculate all Work by himfelf, and not in Company 
with the Meafurer of the Tradefman and Workman, and fhall thereupon fend a 
Note of fuch Meafiirement and Calculation, and the Tradefman or Workman 
whofe Work he fhall have fo meafured and calculated ; and if the Statement of 
the Meafurer fhall not agree with the Statement in the B'l! to be examined, a 
fccond Admeafurement fhall, if required, betaken in the prefence of the Architedt, 
and of the Perfon prefenting fuch Bill for Payment, if faid Perfon (hail think fit 
JO attend. 

3. And in general, he (hall implicitly obey all lawful Orders and Diredlions 
which he may at any rime receive from the Commiffioners, or from the Archiredl 
according to whofe Directions the Meafurer is hereby inltrudled to govern himfelf 
more immediately in the Execuiijn ofhis Office. 

2.6.— 1. The Supervifer of Accounts Ihall keep a book regiftering the whole 
Expenditure of the Depa-tment j {taring the Particulars of the whole Expence 
incurred on every Order feparately, and openinga feparate Account for each pub- 
lic Building, Dwelling-houfe, and Office, with an Index to facilitate immetiiatc 
Reference. 

2. The Account of the Expenditure on each Order muft be preceded by a 
'Copy of that Order, and of all Surveys, Eftimates, Contracts, or odicr official 
Documents which may have arifen thereupon, which Documents fliali remain in 
his cuftody, and he fhall be refponfible that they Ihall be forthcoming whenever 
called for by proper Authority, 

3. The Supervifor of Accounts Ihall keep a book of Salaries and Wages, 
which arc to be paid and difeharged quarterly, by a Draft at ffght on tl^c National 
Bank, figned by three Commiffioners at the Icaft.
